ATORS-MRNAOB THE MEASURE. 


Divergence of Views Is So Wide That a 
Crisis Prevails=Cleveland Now Wants 

a Hand in Framing the Measure, but 
His Proposed Modifications Would Only 
Fxasperate the Free-Traders=The Ma- 
jority Practically at a StandstillEast- 
ern Manufacturers Demand Free Coal. 
Wasninaron, D.C., Feb.. 14.—[Special. |— 
Perhaps it may be a cuckco tariff bill, but 
more likely it will not besucha one. The 
suggestion was made to the Democratic mem- 
bers of the Finance comuittee today that 
they had better turn the matter over to Presi- 


| dent Cleveland and let him send in an admin- 


istration bill. Secretary Carjisle has been 
down the river. for several days working out 
the detaile, and some hints of Mr. Cleve- 
land’s views have been given by Senator 
Mills. The failure of the attempt to recon- 
struct the Wilson bill on the model of the 
Walker tariff was due to opposition from the 
Treasury Department. This helped to pave 
the way for an administration meas- 
ure. It was intimated to the. Democrats 
on the Finance committee today that President 
Cleveland has been giving careful personal at- 
tention to the tariff, and if the subject were 
turned over to him he might, with Secretary 
Carlisle’s help, be able to put in shape a 
measure which could be driven through the 
Senate in the face of all opposition. Of 
course, the administration is for the Wilson 
bill, but it could trim that measure soas to 
make out of it a Cleveland bill. Bitter com- 
plaint has been made by certain very power- 
ful interests which supported Mr. Cleveland 
in 1892, that pledges given them had been 
broken and they want the President to stop 
the work of destruction, The Cleveland bill 
would not differ so greatly from the measure 
which passed the House, but it would be more 
harmonious and would take care of a number 
of industries which have ‘been dealt with 
harshly. : 
Modifying the Income Tax. 

The income tax would be modified s0 as to 
apply only to corporations. The President 
and every one in his confidence knows that in 
the present Congress the income tax principle 
ig bound to prevail, and the only thing which 
can be done is to make it as free from objec- 
tions as an abnoxious tax can be made. The 
Cléveland bill would contain a révenue tax on 
sugar with a slight discrimination in favor of 
the refined article. It would stick to free 
wool and free iron ore, free salt and free lum- 
ber, but would concede something on coal. 
The woolen schedules would be raised some- 
what. The tobacco tax would also be in- 
creased, and some changes‘would be made in 
the iron schedules. These outlines were given 
to Democratic Senators today. They were 
not materially different from a measure. which 
Senator.McPherson is said to be working out, 
though he does not claim thatit represents 
the administration’s views. The ge oor 
that the administration be putin charge of 
the work did not meet with favor from the 
radical free traders. They announced that 
the Democratic majorities in both Houses of 
Congress would make the tariff bill, while 
President Cleveland could have the honor of 
signing it and Secretary Carlisle the pleasure 
of administering it, 

The tariff legislation itself is in the same 
critical stage for the Democratic majority in 
the Senate that threatened it several times in 
the House. After many struggles Chairman 
Wilson‘and his colleagues concluded that the 
only chance for them was to cater to the _rad- 
ical tendencies in the party, and their judg- 
ment proved correct. 

, Wants More Free Trade. 


When the measure got before the House it 
was shown that its weakness was in its con- 
cessions to protection, and’ that its strength 
lay in_ its strides*towards free trade, e 
committee was hammered right and left be- 
cause it had not madé an out-and-out free. 
trade bill. The conditions are not precisely 
similar in the Senate, yet the ultimate pas- 
sage of a tarif€ will depends on the over- 
wheiming sentiment ot the Democratic party 
in favor of free trade asserting itself and 
sweeping the recalcitrant Senators along with 
the tide. From the party standpoint the situ- 
ation is extremely critical. The meeting of 
the Democratic members of the Finance com- 
mittee today was a ¢onfession that the major- 
ity is at a standstill, which is the literal fact. 
The cardinal features of the Wilson ‘bill are 
so. far ecause the § kick- 
ing Senators. refuse to accept the 
sop thrown them by the subcommittee 
which has been'drafting the bill. It is there- 
fore true to say that sugar, wool, coal, iron 
ore, lumber, and salt are still free. There 
never was a possibility that wool would be 
anything else but free, but as to all the other 
articles there were prospective changes. The 


. Senators from the border Southern States 


would not take 30 cents on coal. They de- 
manded 50 cents, and so coal remains on the 
free list. The pressure for a duty on iron ore 
has not been so strong, being confined to the 
Aiabama Senators, Pugh and Morgan. There 
is not much disposition to conciliate thein 
by anything except a slight duty. So 
they are still out in the celd. The senti- 
mentin favor of free sugar asserted itself 
very strongly in the committee. Only two of 
the Democrats on the committee favor sugar 
duty,,and the most they hoped to get was one 
cent @ pound on raw and refined sugars alike. 
But when the Louisiana Senators, Caffery and 
White, served a formal notice that they would 
support no bill which did not provide for a 
graduated tax up to one anda _ half cents, the 
committee decided they would let sugar alone. 


May Secure Allen and Kyle, 


If Caffery and White persist in their oppo- 
sition the plan is to keep sugar free and to off- 
set their defection by securing the support of 
the Populists, Allen of Nebraska and Kyle of 
South Dakota. The income tax is the me. 
dium through which this support is to be as- 
sured. This is the ultimatim to the Louisiana 
kickers. As the kicking Democrats would not 
accept the concessions offered, and as the 
committee would go no further, the whole 
subject was dropped, 

The subcommittee, consisting of Jones of 
Arkansas, Vest, and Mills, did not try to do 
anything duriug the afternoon. Their work 
on the Wilson schedules has been completed, 
and they await now simply the decision of the 
majority as to sugar and coal. Chairman

EASTERN MEN DESIRE FREE COAL, 


John E. Russell Receives Decidedly Un- 
satisfactory Information. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Feb. 14,.—The report 
that the Senate Finance committee proposes 
placing a duty on coal’to some extent has 
had a disquieting effect in New England and 
the East. Mr. John E, Russell, late Demo- 
cratic candidate for the Governorship * of 
Massachusetts, “came to Washington yester- 
day and had a conference with a Senator 
from one of the large coal producing 
States of the South, and informed this gen- 
tleman that it .would “be unfair to 
New England manufacturers to reduce duties 
on their products without giving some com.- 
pensation in the way of free coal. The Sena- 
tor réplied that the Democrats could not af- 
ford to pass the bill through the Senate leav- 
ing coal on the free list. He infornred Mr. 
Russell that Western manufacturers already 
have an ample protection and stated that a 
duty of 50 cents a ton would be placed on 
coal. 

The report in circulation that the Senate 
proposes changing the Wilson bill in many 
particulars is not at all gratifying to the Dem- 
ocratic members of the House. One of the 
members of the Ways and Means committee 
said this mornmgin reference to these re- 
ports: 

The House will not stand any monkeying with 
the Wilson bill. It represents the sentiment of 
the Democrats of the country. We wiil not 
agree to a duty of 50 cents on wool of iron ore. 
We might stand.25 cents a ton, but we would 
rather leave both articles where they are—on the 
free list. It is also reported that Woo! may again 
he placed on the dutiable list. Under no circum- 
stances will the House agree to this. We will 
have free wool or we will have no bill, The Sen 
ate might as well understand that. 

‘The Western men kre ‘feeling very happy 
over the Goncessions which they claitn have 
been made them in regard to lead and lead 
ore. The Wilson ‘bill will be materially 
changed in this respect; that change growing 
out of a desire on the part of the Democratic 
silver men to return the cordial support they 
received from the West and Northwest in the 
fight against the 1epeal of the Sherman act.

The inerease in production in 
foreign countries, especially in Australia, 
South America, and Africa, has been far 
greater than in the United States. While the 
American clip has trebled since 1860, the 
Australian clip has increased tenfold, that of 
South America ninefold, and that of South 
Africa fivefold. The report shows that the 
year 1802 gave the wool-producing interests 
of even the most favored countries, as Aus- 
It says: 

The sheep-raising interests of the world are 
passing through a period of depression, it is not 
to be denied. The.iow prices of wool have re- 
acted upon the production by reducing profits 
and diminishing the temptation to extend the 
production. Were this depression local, local 
remedies would apply, but it is pourra, and 
affects those countries where the advantages for 
sheep raising excel as well as those where wool 
growing is a secondary. matter and even a byr 
product rather than an industry. 

la conclusion Mr. Ford sets forth numerous 

ropositions resultant from his observations. 

‘o commercial and industrial nation can 
adequately supply itself with wool; no other 
nation of commercial or industrial im- 
portance imposes as high duties on wool and 
woolens as the United States; no legislation 
short of prohibition can maintain prices in 
the face of the increase in the world’s supply 
Of wool; the free entry of foreign wools has 
not destroyed the sheep‘industry in other 
countries; wool raising is controlled by the 
same economic conditions as otMer interests, 
and that the present depression in the wool in- 
dustry is general, not local. 


REMONSTRANCES FROM THE W. C, T, U. 


The National Body Protests Against the 
Placing of a Tax on Whisky. 

Wasninaton, D. C., Feb. 14.—In the Sen- 
ate today Mr. Frye (Rep., Me.) stated he had 
the pleasure of presenting a remonstrance 
from the National W. C. T. U. against a tax 
on whisky, the remonstrance being signed by 
officers of the union in forty-four States, three 
Territortes, and the District of Columbia. 
These excellent women, said Mr, Frye, do not 
believe that the United States ought to enter 
into copartnership in either the manufacture 
or sale of intoxicating liquors. 

The “‘ unfinished business’? was then taken 
up, being the House Bill requiring railroads 

n the Territories. to maintain stations at 
towns established by the Interior Department. 
The bill was diseussed by Senator Palmer 
(Dem., Ill.) in support of the bill and by Mr. 
Martin (Dem., Kas.) against it.

Wasuinetor, D. C., Feb. 14.—All efforts 
to agree upon atime for closing the debate 
upon the Bland bill have failed so far, and 
debate is still proceeding without limit. The 
opponents of the meastire have decided they 
will insist upon a quorum of the advocates of 
the measure being present at every stage of 
the parliamentary procedure hereafter, so that 
a motion to close debate will require a 
quorum of those who are in favorit. There 
are many members of the House who are ab- 
sent at this time, and there will probably re- 
quire two days at least to secure the attend- 
ance necessary to bring the bill to vote. To- 
morrow it is Mr, Bland’s intention to make a 
motion to close debate, and as this motion will 
probably develop the lack of a qudrum he 
will then offer a resolution to bring in ab- 
sentees. Probably Friday,and part of Satur- 
day, and possibly still another day, may be re- 
quired to produce the requisite quorum. A 
quorum favoring the bill being here, if neces- 


sary a special order will be brought in to 


bring the measure to a final vote. 

Mr, Rayner and some of the other Demo- 
crate who are leading the opposition still in- 
sist that the bill can be beaten, but Mr. Tracey, 
who is the floor leader of the opposition on the 
Democratic side, frankly confesses that he 
believes the bill will pass if it, reaches a vote. 
As to whether it will be vetoed, however, he 
gives no opinion. 

The vote on the Bland bill, in his opinion, 
however, will not bean index of what the 
House will do when confronted with a free 
silver bill.

AMERICAN FLOUR IN EUROPE. 


Consuls Tell of the Conditions Under Which 
It May Be Sold. 

Wasuinaton, D. €., Feb. 14.—J, M. Craw- 
ford, United States Consul at St. Petersburg, 
in reply to the wheat and flour circular of the 
State Department, says: ‘*‘There is no doubt 
whatever that the Russian people, as a whoie, 
are ready to eat American flour, provided it 
costs them no more than the corresponding 
grades ‘manufactured at home.” He con- 
cludes that. owimg to the surplus of wheat 
produced by Russia, the chance of extending 
American trade in wheat and flour is small. 

James H, Smith, commercial agent at May- 
erice, says the Germans. prefer rye bread to 
wheat bread. Immense quantities of Awer- 
ican wheat are ground up into flour in Ger- 
many. The German millmg is considered 
better than that in the United States. 

Charles W. Whiley, Consul at St. Etienne, 
France, thinks the main obstacles to the ex- 
tension of trade in American wheat flour are 
the customs duties and the cost of transporta- 
tion. They prefer to import Russian wheat 
and grind it, 

Byron G. Daniels, Consul at Hull, says: 
‘‘ The American flour retains a supremacy in 
the official returns, and everything points to 
still further development of trade, especially 
when the area of wheat cultivation in the 
United Kingdom is being constantly re. 
stricted.” | 

Wilbur B. Hall, Consul at Nice, émpha-. 
sizes the necessity of American millers being 
represented by experienced agents. Amer. 
ican flour is said to have been brought there 
iri small quantities and to have been sold at 
better terms than other kinds, even against 
the disadvantages of freights. = | 

W, E. Mantius, commercial agent at Turin, 
Italy, says the tax on imported flour’ is 
chief obstacle to the trade.

Figures from pede Sheets of the Com- 
3 missioners’ Report. 

Mixxgapoiis, Minn., Feb. 14.-—[Special.} 
—The advance sheets of the State Dairy Com- 
missioners show some interesting statistics. 
In 1886 there were 392.536 cows in the 
State; in 1893 there were 600,000, an in- 
crease of over 560 per cent in seven years. In 
1886 there were 82 creameries in the State, 
while there are now 210. In 1886 there were 
18,500,000 pounds of butter produced, while 
in 1893 86,000,000 were turned out. The 
creameries and cheese factories are mostly in 
the southern part of the State.

Mayor Hopkins vetoing the Watson-Metro- 
politan gas ordinance: 
-Thave the honor to return to you, without 
my approval, an ordinance passed by your 
honorable body granting to the Chicago Met- 
ropolitan Gas company the right to operate 
and maintain gas works and lay.gas mains 
and pipes in the streets and alleys of the city. 
Il am induced to the exercise of the veto power 
vested in me by the charter by the following 
considerations: : 
1. The franchise granted by this ordinance 
is not limited to a definite term of years, 
‘but is unlimited as to time. Perpetual fran- 
chises should never be granted, not only be- 
cause of the rapidly changing conditions of 
American municipalities, but also because, 1t 
is now the aim of wel-governed cities eventu- 
ally to own and contro! all quasi-public in- 
stitutions such as gas works, street railroads, 
telephone systems, and the like if not in the 
same manner, yet on the same principle, on 
which our city now owns and scontrols its 
water works. Eastern and European cities 


have demonstrated the practicability of em-.,

Similar provisions are 
entorced in mary other cities to their very 
great advantage, and we should hasten to im- 
itate their example at the very first opportun- 
ity. 
Prices High and Remuneration Low. 


4. The maximum rate for the gas furnished 
is altogether too high. What our citizens de- 
mand and have a right to demand from their 
representatives ‘is our codperation to secure 
for them the supply of an article of such uni- 
versal consumption as gas at a lower rate 
than they now have to pay—nay, more than 
that, at the lowest rate at which it can be fur- 
nished and still yield to the company a fair 
profiton its real investment, meaning its 
actual eash investment in contradistinction 
to its capital represented largeiy by watered 
stock. The price fixedin this ordinance is 
only a trifle lower than that exacted by the 
old gas companies, and not a cent lower than 
the price to be charged by the old’ companies 
to private consumers from and after Jan. 1, 
1897, under the provisions of their contract 
with the city. And for gas used for fuel pur- 
poses it fixes no lower rate than for that used 
for illuminating purposes. The ol 1 company 
charges, however, 15 cents less for gas used 
as fuel than it charges for gas used for iliu- 
minating purposes. What substantial, per- 
manent advantages would our citizens derive 
from such an ordinance

received the papers from Springfield I found 
that of its capital stork of $5,000,000 all but.

While such practices 
are in direct violation of the spirit, if not the 
letter, of our general incorporation act, I 
still further pursued my inquiries in order 
to ascertain whether ordinance was 
not: after all a bona fide measure backed by 
capitalists of sufficient means to make the 
accomplishment of its object at least prob- 
able. But no responsible citizens could be 
found who would give me satisfactory assur- 
ances in that regard. Under such cireum- 
stances I could not escape the conclusion that 
this franchise was merely a speculative vent- 
ure, to use no harsher term, and for that rea- 
son, as well as for the numerous other objec- 
tions hereinbefore pointed out, I cannot dig- 
nify this proposed municipal franchise, whicn 
appears to my eyes merely as a municipal dis- 


grace, by suggesting to your honorable body 
a list of amendments. 


An Appeal for Pure Government. 

I am fally aware that many members of the 
City Council were led to its support by an 
honest desire to oppose the monopoly of the 
gas trust and in the belief that this ordinance 
would furnish competition and thereby re- 
duce the cost of gas to our citizens, It is also 
true that this ordinance contains a provision 
forbidding a sale of the franchise and against 
entering into any combination or pool ar- 
rangement with other gas companies. But it 
is also a fact that the same provision, almost 
literally, is to be found in the franchises of 
the Consumers’ Gas and Fuel company, grant- 
ed in 1882, and of the Equitable Gaslight and 
Fuel company, granted in 1885; and yet both 
of these companies found no difficulty in hav- 
ing themselves absorbed by the gas trust. 
The present ordinance furnishes no greater 
guarantees in that respect than the others, 
and if permitted to become operative the re- 
sult would unquestionably be the same, and 
the citizens would not derive the benefit ex- 
peo by inany members of -your honorable 

y. 


On principle I am not opposed but rather 
in favor of franchise ordinances tempting in 
character, proyided they are so framed as to 
inute to the highest and best responsible bid- 
der. The New York method of compelling a 
sale of the franchise to the highest bidder has 
had most excellent results, and the system 
adopted in Cieveland by which franchises are 
granted to companies making the lowest bid 
by way of cost to the citizen of the article 
supplied, be it transportation or gas, etc., is 
equally commendable. In my opinion the 
two methods should be so combined as to 
yielda fairand certain revenue to the city, 
and at the same time give to the citizens in- 
creased and cheapened facilities, , 

In conclusion, let us be mindful of the fact 
that the frequent abuses in the ngatter of the 
granting of municipal franchises have made 
our people restive and watchful of their inter- 
ests. They demand, and they have a right to 
demand, a complete new departure from the 
ola methods, and in that demand I am deter- 
mined to support them to the best of my 
ability and to the full extent of my power, no 
matter what the consequences, political or 
otherwise, may be. I beseech you, the repre- 
sentatives of the people. to make the cause of 
the people our cause. t us demonstrate by 
our deeds that representative local self-gov- 
ernment is not necessarily a failure, and let 
us justify the sacred trust confided tous by 
our constituents by a faithful, honest, and 
fearless discharge of our respective duties.

the necessity of a clear and precise definition 
of the term “net profits’? becomes at. once 
apparent. Buteven if the ordinance were 
certain in the matter of definition regarding 
net profits, and if also the rate or percentage 
were satisfactory, I could not  con- 
scientiously approve of it. Evasion of 
taxation andof the piyment of municipal 
dues of any kind has become one of the chief 
performances of skiliful corporation man- 
agers, and if net profits were made the only 
basis for the amount to be paid to the city I 


have nodoubt thatthe accounts could and 


oftentimes would be so manipulated as to 
show but very small, if any, net profits, no 
matter how large the revenues derived by the 
owners under cover of artfui, but fraudulent 
devices. I will, therefore, have to withhold 
my approval from any ordinance which does 
not make the gross earnings the basis of 
municipal revenue and which does not pro- 
vide proper facilities for the ascertainment of 
those gross earnings at frequent intervals and 
under severe penalties, even to the forfeitere 
of franchise rights in all cases of fraudulent 
evasion. 
Bonds No Adequate Security. 

6. The bond of $100,000 provided for by 
this ordinance is an entirely inadequate evi- 
dence of good faith. In the instance of street 
railroads the city has long ago adopted the 
policy of exacting a cash deposit, a bond be- 
ing at best only a foundation for a lawsuit. 
In my opinion we should not only not relax in 
thy pursuit of this policy but should further 
emphasize it by requiring a very large cash 
deposit, to be returned to the company in in- 


stallments upon proof that its work of con- 


struction is progressing in the manner con- 
templated and required. If you will adopt

WITH GREAT GLEE. 


Continuation of the Custom of Sending 


Poetical Messages Bearing on the Ten- 
der Passion=<Mail Carriers Burdened 
with Them bat Not- Troubled Much 
with Caricatures=People in Love with 
Each* Other Choose the Day for Tying 
the KnoteReceptions and Dances. 


There is one tryst that has never been leg- 
islated against, that has never been con- 
demned by the public press, that has never 
oppressed any one, and which everybody, high 
and low, rich and poor, would be sorry in- 
deed to see go out of existence. The love 
trust, organized soine years ago by Cupid 
and St. Valentine, still flourishes, and At- 
torney-General Olney. in Washington, has 
taken no steps to suppress it. Perhaps the 
popularity of this trust may be accounted for 
by the fact that the object of this combina- 
tion is the opposite of the purpose for which 
trusts are usually formed. Instead. of seek- 
ing to corner the love market and put the ar- 
ticle away up out of reach of all but a fa. 
vored few Cupid and St. Valentine work 
together to place the tender passion within 
the reach of all, and _= especially to 
make the way easy for bashful swains. It is, 
in fact, more ofa dispensary than a _ trust. 
One day:in the year that little busybody, 
Cupid, receives the aid of St. Valentine, and 
this aid is so effective that it requires the 
united efforts of whole armies of clergymen 
to adjust the mischief done. No other day in 
the year is so heavily fraught with sweet 
pangs and sighs as Feb, 14. And yet nobody 
com plains—that is, nobody except the post- 
men. They, prosaic people, have often been 
heard to express_a wish that St. Valentine had 
never been canonized. To them Valentine 
day means more work and an increase ih their 
burdens that is limited only by their ca- 
pacity. 

Valentine day, 1894, was no exception to 
the rule, though according to VPostoffice 
authorities the increase in the mail handled

Jalentine days. The falling off inthe num- 
bers of those abominations that pass under 
the name of “‘comic”’ valentines was so great 
as to cause comment in the Postoffice.

Arnijot 
travels to the sea, and one of the most elo- 
quent parts is his address to the ocean. Crit- 
ics consider this nearly equal to Byron's mag- 
nificent apostrophe.

WKANE JURY IS OUT. 


THE DEMOORATIO AUTOORAT WILL 
KNOW HIS FATE TODAY. 


He Is Scathingly Denounced by Gen. 
Tracy, Ex-Secretary of the Navy, in 
His Closing Speech for the Prosecu- 
tion=Trial Begun of President Biaut of 
the Madison Square Bank=Two ‘Tam- 
many Officials Sentenced for Election 
FraudseGeneral New York News. 


New York, Feb, 14.—|Special.]—The trial 
of John Y. McKane, the Democratie autocrat 
of Gravesend, L. I., and a political power in 
the county and State, was finished today. The 
=e against McKane is that he aided and 
abetted the election inspectors in withholding 
and rendering inaccessible the registry lists, 
which the law demands shall be kept accessi- 
ble'to the public. The jury went out at 3:30 
in the afternoon, ana at 11 o’clock no verdict 
had been reached and it was locked up for 
. the night. 

McKahe sat with stolid face through four 
long hours of scathing arraignment while 
Gen. Benjamin F., Tracy presented his case to 
the jury in behalf of the State this forenoon. 
Justice Bartlett’s court-room was crowded to 
the doors, and hundreds of interested citizens 
waited without for news of the result of the 


trial. Gen. Tracy began by stating that the 
charge against McKane, was one which if 
allowed to pass unheeded would undermine the 
foundation of the Nation. He said it was not 
a partisan question. : 

**When the time comes, if it ever does,’’ 
said Gen. Tracy, ‘‘ when the purity of the bal- 
lot is so far impaired that no one has confi- 
dence in the result of an election anarcy and 
strife will succeed order and government. 
Should this first gigantic effort in this State 
to overthrow the elective franchises, which 
has been se abundantly proved in this trial 
and stands almost contessed, escape punish- 
ment through a disagreement of this jury 
John Y. McKanes and communities like 
Gravesend will multiply and increase until 
the system of government which has existed 
here for 100 years will cease to exist and an- 
archy will succeed order and fraud will 
succeed empire.”’ 

Gen. Tracy then reviewed the evidence, 
showing the unbroken chain of evidence 
which had been placed before the jury. He 
called attention tothe glaring frauds in the 
registry and vote of Gravesend, where. in the 
Coney Island district alone, with a total popu- 
lation of men, women, children, and aliens of 
1,400, there were 2,485 votes registered and 
1,512 votes polled. He described the methods 
of McKane’s lieutenants rendering the registry 
lists inaccessible, the arrest of watchers and in- 
junction-servers,’ and the defiance of the Su- 
preme Court of the State. Gen. Tracy conclud- 
ed by reading from the poll-lists of the last elec- 
tion the names of voters, which appeared 
alphabetically by twos, threes, and fours, to 
show that they were filled in frequently, and 
said even the tewn recerds produeed by the 
defense were evidence of guilt. 

Justice Bartlett in his charge to the jury 
read a section of: the penal code providing for 
the punishment of election officers for crimes 
against the election laws by imprisonment 
for not less than two years nor more than ten, 
and that persons who aid or abet election 
crimes are to be regarded as principals. He. 
said the contention of the prosecution, of will- 
ful neglect of the inspectors of the First Dis- 
trict in not keeping the lists accessible, 
was sustained by the evidence. He 
reviewed the testimony bearing on this point 
as to the purpose of the men who were found 
engaged in copying the lists at the .town 
hall; he said the jury must decide, and that 
if it is found that these men were so occupied 
in order to prevent others, who had an equal 
right, from obtaining access to the lists, it 
was for them to decide if John Y. McKane 
| Was a =~ to this violation of the election 

law. Justice Bartiett»charged that the jury 
must decide as to . responsibility of Mc- 
Kane for the arrest of the watchers who were 
sent to Gravesend by Col. Bacon. He con- 
cluded by emphasizing the importance of the 
ease and urging a verdict without prejudice 
and without sympathy. 

During the deliberations of the jury Mc- 
Kane was committed by Justice Bartlett to 
the custody of the Sheriff. He was taken in 
charge by Sheriff Buttling in person. It re- 
quired half a dozen officers to clear a way for 
him out of the court-room, so dense was the 
crowd. McKane was taken to the Sheriff's 
office on the ground floor of the court-house 
and was surrounded by his friends during the

TAMMANY OFFICIALS SENTENCED. 


Two Election Inspectors Will Go to Prison 
“for Changing Returns. 

New York, Feb. 14.—[Special.]—Judge 
Barrett today sentenced the two convicted 
Tammany election officials. Peter Neville, 
the inspector who was found guilty of neglect 
of duty, was sentenced to the penitentiary for 
one year. Inspector Dunphy, convicted of a 
similar offense,. was sentenced to two 
years’ imprisodment in the State 
prison. The attoraey for Neville  be- 
fore sentence was passed addressed 
the court pleading for clemency for his client. 
He abused the jury, whose verdict of guilty 
was coupled with a strong recommendation 
for mercy, saying the verdict was the result of 
press terrorism. Judge Barrett indignantly 
ordered the attorney to stop that line of argu- 
ment. Newsdealer Rue was sentenced to six 
months in the penitentiary for accepting a 
bribe. It was intended to*dismiss the com- 
plaint against him, but at the bar he confessed 
to having received $2 for his vote, which he 
thought was a Democratic one. Complaints 


for perjury against twelve others were dis- 
missed.

New Yorx, Feb. 14.—[Special.]—Benno 
Lewison, a lawyer, has been appointed re- 
ceiver of the Order Germania, a fraternal 
benefit society, in proceedings for a voluntary 
dissolution of the concern. ‘ By reason of the 
large mortality among its members in the 
last twelve months it has become insolvent 
and unable to meet the demands against it, 
and many members have withdrawn. Dec. 1, 
1893, there were 5,600 members,{but Feb.(13 
the number was reduced to about 1,000. 
Feb. 11 the representatives of forty branch 
lodges, representing about 1,000 members, 
held a meeting in this city and resolved to 
withdraw from the order. There is $48,647 
due to seventy-seven beneficiaries, which has 
been assessed out not collected. The assets 
on hand amount to $9,897.

BOODLE GAS ORDINANCE DEFEATED. 


At the meeting of the Council last evening 


the Mayor’s veto of the notorious Watson- 
Metropolitan ordinance (a ringing and sug- 
gestive document, by the way ) was sustained 
by a vote of 22 to42. A determined effort 
was made by the “gang” Aldermen to pass 
the wretched measure over the Mayor’s ob- 
jection. They were carefully organized and 
well drilled, but they fell short just four votes 
of the necessary number to give legislative 
effect to the most notorious boodle ordinance 
in the history of the Council. Forty-six votes 
were necessary to the passage of the ordi- 
nance. 

The sustainment of the veto was evidently 
asurprise to the “gang” Aldermen. They 
counted on certain victory, but the opponents 
of the measure were well prepared. Ald. 
Madden, Tripp, Kent, and Noble, who led the 
opposition, made eloquent and convincing 
speeches against the measure. Ald. Ryan, 
the leader of the gang members, tried the old 
methods of deception. He pretenied he 
wanted to amend it in accordance with the 
suggestions of the Mayor’s message, but 
proposed no genuine improvement in the 
terms of the grant. Instead, he of- 
fered a pretended contract signed by an 
obscure clerk pledging the obscure company 
seeking the ordinance to-certain modifications 
of its térms and provisions. The pretended 
contract was received with derision and was 
never entertained by the Council. 

The Mayor’s veto isa notadle document, 
setting forth some admirable prificiples of 
municipal government and making pledges to 
the citizens which it is hoped he will have 
the power to redeem. It is evident, however, 
that he cannot do so with the aid of the pres- 
ent City Council and its gang. That gang is 
yet in the majority, but it is powerless for 

mischief as long as the Mayor maintains his 
present attitude of rigid and righteous opposi- 
tion to boodle measures. 

As nearly one-half of the members who sup- 
ported the ordinance against the veto are can- 
didates for reélection the vote to sustain it 
and the vote of the opposition is appended :

Itmay be observed 
further that only three of the twenty-two Al- 
dermen who sustained the Mayor are Demo- 
crats—Ernst, Tripp, and Sexton—while nine- 
teen are Republicans. 


CHICAGO MUST FALL INTO LINE. 
Wages are going down everywhere, Not a 
day passes without its story of reductions 
somewhere. Here and there men say they 


defeat is as inevitable as was the defeat of 
those who two or three months ago said they 
never would take lower wages, but who are 
taking them now giadly. Wages are going 
down in Chicago as they ate elsewhere, Serv- 
ant girls and all other workers are getting less 
for their work than they did. The unions 
may strive against the tide, but they strive in 
vain. Either lower wages or longer hours. 

The City of Chicago is one of the largest 
employers of labor within the corporate 
limits. It has-an enormous pay-rol!. The 
municipal expenses are chiefly for ‘labor. 
Other employers, whether they have many 
men or few in their service, are reducing 
wages. Asa mere matter of business the city 
ean do no less. It should pay the current 
rate for laborand no more. As other em- 
ployers are paying on the average 20 per cent 
less for labor common sense dictates that the 
municipality follow their example. If the 
market price of any of the material which the 
city purchases—water pipe, for instance— 
should fall 20 per cent it‘would be looked on 
as criminal extravagance were the city to 
keep on paying the old price. No excuse it 
might make for doing so would be tolerated 
by the taxpayers, who would say they wanted 
their money to be used to buy the most it 
could, 

What is true of water pipe is true of per- 
sonal services. As the money of the taxpay- 
ers will buy more labor than it would a year 
ago it is the duty of those who administer the 
city funds to buy that additional quantity of 
labor and not continue paying the old rate. 
To do so is to be guilty of criminal extrava- 
gance. Itis claimed by the city authorities 
that the police force is too small: Very well; 
here is a chance to buy more police labor. 
That sum whicha yearago would buy the 
services of four policemen will ‘buy today, 
owing to the drop in the wages of labor, the 
services of five policemen. For the city, 
which needs the five men, to hire only the 
four at an excessive price is as bad as to pay 
the pid price and get four tons of water pipe 
when -it could pay the new, cheaper price and 
get five tons. : 

It is the duty of the Aldermen and the 
Mayor to buy the most they can with the 
funds which the taxpayers have intrusted 
them with. It is wrong for them to pay more 
for an article thun it is worth when they know 
they can get the same article at the lower 
price without the least difficulty. Even 
though they offer less for the services of po- 
licemen, inspectors, clerks, etc., they will get 
all the clerks, inspectors, and policemen they 
need. Not one of those in the city’s service 
now will quit because he is not offered 
‘enough. He knows too well that he could not 
| better himself outside because he 1s aware of 
the fact that there has been a drop in wages 
all along the line. He may grumble, but he 
will be glad to stay where he is. - 


It is no more the business of the Aldermen 


to fight against or refuse to acknowledge the 
fact of a drop in the wage scale than it is to 
fight against a drop im the price of pig-iron. 
All they have to do is to accept the situation. 
As individuals they may deplore the reduction 
in the price of labor, but as administrators of 
public funds they must take things as they 
find them and pay the market price for com- 
modities whether those commodities be brick, 
iron, or labor. If they -pay for any article 
more than that article is worth they are swind- 
ling the city. 

The price of labor has.fallen on the average 
about 20 per cent all over the United States. 
It has fallen that much here. It is the duty 
of the Aldermen in making their appropria- 
tions anc in fixing salaries and wages to take 
that fact into consideration. If they pay cer- 
tain men more for their services than they 
should because those men are their friends, 
or because they sold their services to the city 
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to get the same price now, then the salam 
are guilty of gross maladministration and 
should exchange their City-Hall quarters for 
quarters in the the County sd ail. 


DEMOCRATIC CHANGE OF FRONT. 

In his brief remarks at the meeting of the 
Indiana. State Lincoln League Tuesday ex- 
President Harrison called attention to the 
change of front of the Democracy regarding 
the tariff, and what the Democratic leaders 
used to denounce as “‘ war taxes.”’”. The lead- 
ing Democrats of Indiana at an early day, 
said Mr. Harrison—such men as Hendricks 
and McDonald—-were not in favor of “ reve- 
nue reform.’’ as the Democrats whoare now 
legislating at Washington understand those 
words: 

Often have I heard -my laté lamented friend, 
Mr. McDonald, expound. the principles of the 
Democratic party. He often and often has said 
that one of the most important principles of the 
Democratic party was that the national revenue 
of this great national government of ours should 
be raised by customs, duties leviel upon such 
articles as not to harm the interests of the labor- 
ing man or the agricultural classes. These were 
the words of the great McDonald. Had the Wil- 
son bill been constructed upon a principle. such 
as this there would have been no harm done and 
our national calamity would have been averted. 

But there has come a new gospel. A new creed 
has been adopted by the Democratic party and 
they have now promulgated atheory which re- 
sorts to extraordinary and outrageous systems 
of taxation.’ They wantto revive the iniqui- 
tous direct taxation as the means of 
raising the revenues of the national’ govern- 
ment. They want to tear down the grand 
system of customs duties by which our factories 
were reared and our advanced prosperity ac- 
quired and maintained. 


The new gospel has come as a result of the 
final triumph of the free trade over the pro- 
tection wing of the Democracy. While the 
Southern Democrats were always for free 
trade, Democrats in the North were not. 
While Pennsylvania was still a Democratic 
State it sent numbers of protection Demo- 
crats to Congress. The New York and New 
England Democrats were not for free trade. 
Those from Indiana and other Western States 
were not for free trade,-aithough not as 
strongly protection as those from the East. 

But the aggressive, free traders of the De- 
mocracy have been getting the upper hand all 
the time, and finally they won a decisive vic- 
tory at Chicago. The economic ideas of the 
South have prevailed over those of the North. 
The protectionists inside the Democratic par- 
ty have been whipped out, and a Democratic 
Congress gives a solid vote for a measure like 
the Wilson bill. Let the campaign of educa- 
tion be carried on a little longer and the 
Northern Democrats will vote fot an even 
larger dose of free trade. Indiana Democrats 
who could not stomach free trade once will 
tuke great chunks of it now without the aapt 
reluctance. 

Said President Harrison: 

And now those who cry out agdinst these very 
same war taxes want us to return to this very 
same burdensome system that never was intended 
to be used except in time of war. They hold that 
the revenues of the government by means of cus- 
toms duties must be reduced at the expense of 
the American factories, American workingmen 
and American farmers to be substituted by this 
same old and discarded war method. : 

The Democrats have been guilty of just that 
inconsistency he points out, Thereis no in- 
consistency which they will shrink from so 
that they can strike at protection. But it is 
only fair to say that the real reason why the 
Democrats denounced the intome tax and 
similar taxes so bitterly was that they were 
resorted to to raise money to conquer the 
South and end the war. They never had any 
special objection to those taxes in and of 
themselves. They disliked them at the time 
they were imposed because they were part of 
the machinery for putting down the rebellion. 
It is not so strange, therefore, that the Demo- 
crats should be willing to utilize those taxes 
now for the purpose of carrying out their free 
trade theories. Any tax which can be used 
thus is in their eyes a good one. 
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MORTGAGES ON FARMS AND CITY LOTS. 

The Census Office at Washmgton has issued 
a bulletin containing a summary of mortgage 
statistics for thirty-three States and Territo- 
ries at- the beginning of 1890. The tabula- 


‘tion includes nearly seven-ninths of the mort- 


gages made in tne United States during the 
ten years next preceding and about five-sixths 
of the existing mortgage debt of the whole 
country. In the ten year period a total in- 
debtedness of 9,469 miilion dollars was in- 
curred, represented by 6,947,113 mortgages, 
37.74 per cent of the debt bemg on acre 
tracts and 62.26 per cent on lots. The total 


indebtedness at the beginning of 1890 was | 


4,935 millions, or about half of that incurred 
in the decade, 34.17 per cent of it being on 
acres and 65.83 per cent on lots, 

During the ten years 897,018,430 acres 
were incumbered by 3,365,678 mortgages. 
In 1880 the acres were 29.706,934, and the 
acres incum bered in. 1889 were 42,556,311. 
Lots to the number of 6, 200,463 were in- 
cumbered during the decade by 3,595,230 
mortgages; 319,513in 1880, and 997,263 
in 1889. The percentage of increase in the 
ten years was 43.25 on acres and 212.12 on 
lots. The mortgages have an average life of 
4.814 years, on acres 4.64, and on lots 4.928 
years. The amount of partiai payments made 
on the existing debt that is tabulated is 10.48 
per cent on acres and 13.25 per cent on lots. 
Total, 12.32 per cent. The existing debt is 
partly calculated and in part estimated to be 
18.57 per cent of the value of all taxed real 
estate, mines being included where not taxed. 
The average incumbrance is $9.30 per acre 
ov farm property mortgaged and $976 per 
mortgaged lot. 

The report states that much of the debt on 
acres is due to their suburban situation, and 
more properly belongs to the debt on lots, 
though not so tabulated. The increase of 
mortgage debt within the ten years is mostly 
‘ound in urban growth, which has exceeded 
non-urban growth in its ratio. The average 
rate of interest on the existing debt is 6.73 
per cent, being 7.27 on acres and 6.32 per 
cent on lots. In the ten years the rate on the 
incurred debt declined from 6.75 to 6.52 per 
cent for all mortgages, the decrease in rate 
being nearly confined to city lots. The acres 
covered by existing mortgages are 32.09 per 
centof the number of taxed acres in 27 
States and Territories, 

One of the most important statements made 
in the report is that in 102 "counties, dis. 
tributed throughout the Union, where the 
reasons why the indebtedness had been in. 


curred were ascertained, it was found that 


82.56 per cent of the original amount of the 
debt (before deducting partial payments) was 
incurred to secure the purchase of real estate 
and to make improvements, when not as- 
sociated with other objects; also that 94.37 
per cent of the debt stands for purchase 
money, improvements, business, and the pur- 
chase of the more durable kinds of personal 
property, when those objects are not com- 
bined with any other object in any mortgage. 
From this it may be inferred that the stated 
‘percentages do not represent quite all of the 
percentage of debt incurred for the actual 
purchase of property believed by the’ 
purchaser at the time to be worth 


at least as much as ali the money he paid and | 


agreed to pay. In other words, he had value 
received, and this was on the gold basis, for

lar unit of the currency of the United States 
has been on the gold basis during the whole 
of the last ten years, in which this indebted- 
ness was incurred, | inasmuch 


Furthermore,

a debasement of the currency in the supposed 
interest of these debtors would be but a 
license to them to rob their creditors of a 
large part of what the debtors owe for full 
value received. 

The indebtedness secured by these mort- 
gages represents the taking up of millions of 
acres for farms on lands previously unoccu- 
pied, and the building of. hundreds of thou- 
sands of homes in the suburbs of cities, But 
for the;debt these farms and city homes would 


not now be owned by the people occupying 


them, while having been able to borrow they 
are part owners and have a right to actually 
own the rest after they have paid what is due. 


So the mortgage indebtedness is an evidence | 


of prosperity, not of poverty.: It shows a 
marked improvementin the condition of the 
borrowers, the very opposite from the deteri- 


oration in their circumstances which some. 


knavish fellows are claiming to be shown by 
a study of statistics of mortgage indebted- 
ness. ,

LANI 

Senator Gray, the mouthpiece of the Presi- 
dent, in his discussion of the Hawaiian réso- 
tution pending in the Senate, while attempting 
to condemn ex-Minister Stevens and white. 
wash Mr. Cleveland in the matter of the pol- 
icpof infamy was forced to admit, through 
the interpellations of Senator Teller, that the 
White House had abandoned its dissolute 
friend, Liliuokalani. In his reply to Senator 
Teller’s question, “‘Are we to do what the 
President has failed to do or are we to con- 
sider the matter settled and to let the provis- 
ional government remain?” Senator Gray, 
speaking as the President’s special represent- 
ativeon the Foreign Relations committee, 
said: 

I thought, and think now. that the interest of 
all concerned in these islands, as weil as the in- 
terest of the pecple of the United States, is best 
conserved by leaving the Hawaiian people to 
pursue their own line of policy. If the provis- 
ional government has established itself in such 
manner ds to be able to make itself in reality a 
de facto government (which, in my opinion, it 
never was during the preceding months),.then I 
conceive that the best interests of the Hawaiian 
people and the best interests of the United 
States will be promoted by its going on and ob- 
taining the sanction of the people, if it can, 
which, up to this time, I have never heard of its 
having done. 

This is pertinent and to the point. Itis an 
indirect reply to the question asked of 
Minister-Willis by President Dole which the 
former evaded. It isanindirect reply also 
to the same question asked of Secretary 
Gresham by Minister Thurston and dodged 
by the former. It is the question asked over 
and over again in the House with no response 
from the White House or the faintest chirp 
from its cuckoos. Senator Gray is so near 
the White House that ne, ifany one, is 
entitled to speak with authority of what the 
President has decided. When. therefore, he de. 
clares that the efforts of the President, 
whether moral or diplomatic, to restore 
his friend, the offensive woman, to the throne 
are at an end, and that Minister Willis has 
been called off from any further diplomatic 
negotiations to that end with the 
would-be head-chopper and ex-Queen we may 
believe that the throne will stay in the cellar 


if it be not auctioned off to some dime® 


museum, and that this country will be spared 
any further shame and mortification. Sen- 
ator Gray’s speech proclaiins the abandon- 
ment of the policy of infamy, while it seeks 
to whitewash the President for inaugurating 
it and secretly conspiring, without the knowl. 
edge or consent of Congress, to carry it-out. 
The cuckoos of the House, by a scratch 
quorum, got in their work, all self-respecting 
Democrats taking to the woods rather than 
vote against their convictions.

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EFFECT OF PROTECTION ON WAGES. 

The Republicans claim that the effect of 
protection is to Mvance wages and that the 
high wage scale of the United States is the 
consequence of the adherence for over thirty 
years to'the protection policy. The .Demo- 
crats deny that. It being necessary for them 
for obvious reasons to assert that, the aban- 
donment of protection will not lower wages, 
they are forced to insist that it has not raised 
them. 

The moat striking evidence of the falsity of 
their position is the case of Canada and the 
United States. Wages in this country have 
been as much higher than those in the Do- 
minion as the protective duties of this coun- 
try have exceeded those of its northern neigh- 
bor. The salutary effect of protection can be 
studied all along the boundary line. In ‘the 
American tier of States adjoinmg:-the Cana- 
dian provinces, frdm Maine and Néw Bruns- 


wick on the Atlantic to Washington and British | 
Columbia on the Pacific, there has been acon. | 


stant difference in wages, and in the price of 
real estate as well. That difference has al- 
ways been in favor of the States and is equiv- 
alent te the difference in protection. And 
yet the population of Canada is essentially 
the same as that of the American common- 
wealths to the south. The two peoples have 
the same dollar unit and they aré both on the 
gold basis. The laws and institutions are at 
bottom the same, There is little or no dif- 
ference in climate, and the States and Prov- 
inces are much alike in their agricultural, 
forest, and mineral resources. 

There is no reason for the remarkable dif. 
ference in wages between sections which one 
would think ought to have the same wage 
scaies except the fact that there is higher and 
more efficient protection for labor on the 
southern than there is on the northern side of 
the line, Thaf this is the true explanation is 
shown by the fact that wages all over the 
United States are tumbling -down to the Ca- 
nadian level or are getting below it in antici- 
pation of the enactment of the Wilson bill, 
which is rather lower in its measure of pro- 


| tection than that afforded Canadian labor by 


the Canadian duties. 

Canadian wages remain stationary. One 
hears of no reductions there. The Canadian 
manufacturers are not calling on their em- 


ployés to work. for less. There is no reason | 


why they should do so, for the party in power 
in the Dominion is in favor of the protective 
policy and is not going in for wage-cutting 
legislation. Wages are not stationary on thie 
side of the line because it is very well under- 
stood that protection is to be reduced. 

There is at this moment a scaling down of 
wages going on all over the United States. It 
began when the intention of the Democrats 
to make protection inadequate took shape in 
the Wilson bill. This slump in wages is not 
the fulfillment of any Democratic prophecies. 
That party declared in 1892 if it was 
victorious and reformed the tariff accord.

The Republicans were right and the Demo- 
crats were Wrong. The latter were mistaken 
in their ideas as to the effect of protection on 
wages: the former were correct. 

It having been proved that reduced protec- 
tion means reduced wages it is evident that 
there will be ‘no return to the old wage scale 
until the old protection has been reéstab- 
lished. The Democrats may try to cheer up 
the workingmen by telling them that wages 
will mount up again, but they will be as much 
in error as they were in 1892 when they said 
wages would not go down. As wages in Can- 
ada have remained exactly on a plane with 
the protective duties in force there so will 
wages inthe United States remain on the 
level to which ‘they are foreed down by the 
Wilson bill so long as that bill remains in 
If a step nearer free trade is taken 
wages will fall; if the duties are raised so as 
to.come nearer those of the McKinley law 
wages will rise, 

In the nature of things this cannot be other- 
wise. When wages are raised it will cost 
more to make goods. In that event they will 
have to be sold for more. But if the man- 
ufacturer calls on the consumers to pay more 
his foreign rivals will offer cheaper goods and 
take his market away from him. If on the 
other hand duties are lowered the foreign 
manufacturer is enabled to offer his products 
more cheaply in this market. If the Amer- 
ican manufacturer wishes to compete suc- 
cessfully with him he must lower the price of 


+ his own goods, To do that, however, he must 


have his labor on better terms—he must pay 
less for that importaut element in the cost of 
his products. 

That is what is being done now in anticipa- 
tion of the passage of the Wilson bill. The 
Democrats said it would not happen, but it 
shas happened. They said that if sharper 
competition threatened the mill boss he 
would meet it by cheapening his processes of 
production and not by reducing wages. If he 
could cheapen production no doubt he would 
not have to lower wages. But improved 
processes cannot be discovered off hand nor 
more efficient machines be invented and put 
in operation inaday. Time is required for 
all that. And after scientific and mechanical 
improvements have been made finally, the 
same ones will make their way into Britain, 
France, Germany, Belgium,. etc., and will 
leasen the cost of production there as much as 
in the United States. Thus the wages once 
lost through the abandonment or semi- 
abandonment of protection cannot be re- 
gained except through iegisiation which 


restores the protection which has been taken 
away.

FRENCH REPORT ENGLISH ATTACKS. 


Version of the Contest as Given by the 
Governor of French Guinea. 

Paris, Feb. 14.—A telegram from the Gov- 
ernor of French Guinea at Konakry says the 
second frontier engagement between the En- 
glish and French took place at the mouth of 
the Mellacores. An English police force, he 
says, occupied the village of Wompan, on 
French territory, in order to compel the na- 
tives to coastruct roads. The native troops 
were attacked by the English. One man on 
the French side was wounded and five men. on 
the British side were killed. ‘The ¢rops of the 
traders were partly destroyed. The govern- 
ment has received no report from Warina, 
but it is believed the English tried to invade 
French territory.

License Bill from Republican. 


Quite a sensation was occasioned in the

ers for use and resale by them. : 

Sec. 2. Applications for permits shall be in ac- 
cordance with all provisions of Chap. 35 of the 
Twenty-third General Assembly, and in addition 
thereto before such permits shall be issued ap- 
plicants shall pay to the Coynty Treasurer for 
the use of the general fund of the county in 
which applicant has residence.the sum of $500 
per annum for such permit. . | 

Sec. 3. Should any county, township, 
rated city or town, or city under specia 
authorize the sale of spirituous, malt, f 
or vinous nao b 
by other 
Chap. 35 of the Twenty-third General Assembly, 
no other provisions are to be required of appli- 
cantin such county, township, or incorporated 
city or town, or city under special charter, ex- 
cept as provided in said named Chap. 35 of the 
Twenty-third General Assembly, 

Sec. 4. All the liquors shall be sold in the 
main store-room of the permit-holder, and said 
store must have an entrance‘ upon:-the public 
business street, unprotected by screens, blinds, 
or painted. windows, and in plain view of passers- 
by from street or sidewalk, and itshall be unlaw- 
ful to ‘use prescription cases asa screen for the 
sale of such liquors. Such prescription case 
shall be placed in such position against the wall 
of said room that the compounding of materials 
will be in plain view of persons in any part of the 
room.

CITIES TO OWN TELEPHONE LINES, 


Bill in the Ohio Senate a Sequel to the 
Expiration of Patents, 

Corumaus, O., Feb. 14.—[Special.]—The 
expiration of the telephone patents was _be- 
hind a bill introduced in the Senate today by 
Mr. Iden. It provides that the Council of any 
city of the first or second-class may by ordi- 
nance establish a telephone exchange and pro- 
vide the necessary equipment, the city own- 
ing the entire plant. Each citizen who owns 
a telephone may,’ by complying with the rules 
of the Council, connect with the city lines, 
but the city is forbidden to own any tele. 
phones except those actually used in the 
transactiqn of public business. The telephone 
exchange is to be controlled by a board of 
three trustees appointed by the Council. The 
rental of telephones is to be used first in pay- 
ing the cost of the plant. :

is the price at which it proposes to furnish 
gas to the citizens. This is not any lower 
than is now beg paid: The price for the 
lamps is $2 more each than is now being paid. 
There is not one line ia the ordinance before 
the Council that deserves the consideration of 
any member of the Council and the veto of 
the Mayor should be sustuined.”” [Great ap- 
plause. | 

Ald. Kentsaid: ‘The measure which the 
Mayor has vetoed has been acknowledged by 
the press and by the ypublie to be the most 
sweeping one ever introduced in the ¢ ouncil, 
There is not a line of it in the interest of the 
city or in the interest of our 
citizens. The ordinance was granted for 
the express purpose of placing it on 
the market for the highest bidder. If the 
names which Ald, Ryan had given were genu- 
ine why were they not submitted to Mayor 
Hopkins? He wanted to know the people be- 
hind the ordinance and asked Mr. Smythe for 
them. He wanted people behind the ordi- 
nance that the public had confidence in and 
who had the financial ability and integrity to 
make ita suceess. This ordinance 1s notat 
all limited as to time. I believe that there is 
a provision in here that'a certain atwount of 
work must be done in three years. When shall 
that three years commence? There is no pro- 
vision in the ordinance that indicates. The man 
that drew that ordinance knew that he was 
protecting the interests of the company and 
not the interests of the people, and he never 
intended to protect the interests of the cit- 
izens. If he did why was he afraid a week 
ago to accept amendments looking toward the 
protection of the people’s interests? Who 
are the men back of itr If thereshould be an 
amendment toit why wasn’t it presented a 
week ago?” 

Ald. Ryan—It is not an amendment.

Contract Pronounced Valueless. 


Ald. Kent—*‘ All the worse then. If the or- 
dinance is passed they will never fulfill the 
contract and never intend to. As Ald. Tripp 
says, this contract is:not worth the paper it is 
written on. They know it.- All ordinances 
should be limited as to time. What is the use 
of an ordinance if it does not give us cheaper 
gas? It has been said that they are willing to 
make the price of gas 90 cents. The gas 
trust with its immense amount of capital! can- 
not afford toseil the gas lower than that and pay 
dividends. If gas can be made at 20 or 30 
cents a thousand, why can’t they make us a 
proposition to furnish us gas from 60 to 75 
cents a thousand? Ryan talks about this be- 
ing in the interests of the laboring people.

Ald. Noble Is Surprised. 


Ald. Noble was surprised at the endeavor of 
the gentleman to hoodwink the Aldermen of 
this city by the attempt to show that any 
amendinent by the parties named by him 
would have any bearing on this ordinance. 

** The objections,’ he said. “‘are the same 
as they werea week ago. The ordinance is 
wrong in every part. The ordinance is gotten 
up not for the purpose of furnishing the peo- 
ple of Chicago -with cheaper gas. .The gen- 
tleman from the Fifteenth Ward states that if 
this ordinance is passed he will submit this 
document. Ifthe gentiemen behind this or- 
dinance are in earnest, if they wish the people 
of Chicago to let them have this ordinance, if 
they. desire to go about this in the 
right way, let them subscribe to the 
stock and let it be paid up in fulland send 
in a certificate that $5,000,000 has been 
raised and subscribed for the stock. Let them 
take those steps which I have suggested. Let 
them allow the people to know who the gen- 
tlemen are that are behind it. This ordinance 
does not lower the price of gas. We have a 
gus trust here which has violated every law 
in relation to trusts and it is still doing busi- 
ness, and it rests with his Honorand the Pros- 
ecuting Attorney to say whether it shall be 
forever swept out. This ordinance is a huin- 
bug and ought to be defeated. [Applause. | 


Ald, Campbell Assails It. 


Ald. Kent moved for an adjournment and 
instantly the Council Chamber was in howl- 
ing coniusiou. The motion was lost and Ald. 
Campbell proceeded to take a fall out of the 
ordinance. He said: 

‘I simply desire to say that L voted for the 
amendments or nearly all of them a week 
ago. I voted against the ordinance, because 
the ordinance was not in the interests of the 
people. If the price of the gas had 
been lower than we are paying now I would 
have voted for it. I understand we are pay- 
ing $14 for our street lamps, and this asks 
$17.50. Iam glad this agitation has arisen. 
Last year an effort was made in Springfield 
to allow the city to use its own electric 
light. plant and gasworks and _ supply 
the consumers. Some influence prevent- 
ed the pdssage of these bills in the 
Legislature. I hope there will 
never be another gas ordinance passed by this 
Council, and, if the citizens will be vigorous 
and determined when the ne»t Legislature is 
to be voted for, they will not have such a Leg. 
islature as will allow the whole city to be given 
away to private institutions. I hope and trust 
this attack upon the Council for passing this 
ordinance, which 1 will not deprecate, will 
make such an uprising that the city will es- 
tablish its own gas or electric light plant so as 
to supply the consumers with this commodity. 
Now iet the citizens understand that it re- 
mains for thei to see to it that the best men 
shall legislate forthem. As his Honor has 
said, it is time to call a halt and to stop this 
granting of franchises. Let us establish an 
electric light plantin the city that we may 
supply the people ourselves. If we want to 
light a street by electric hght we have to put 
our hands down in our pockets and pay for 
that light; if you want an electric light you 
must suffer a special assessment, It is time 
to stop that,“uand I say I am glad that this 
agitation has arisen and I hope this ordinance 
will not pass.”” 

Ald. Campbell had evidently been counted 
on to support the ordinance. His speech was 
, 8 disappointment, and Ald. McGillen sought 
him*out. but sabored with him in vain. 

Ald. Tripp at this stage moved the previous 
question, shutting off Ald. Swigart, who want- 
ed to make a speech supporting the ordinance, 
The motion for the previous question prevailed 
and the vote was then taken on the motion ‘to 
pass the ordinance, the veto to the contrary 
notwithstanding. The result has been already 
given. 

Ald. Smith said he voted for the ordinance 
last week undera misapprehension. He had 
been deceived as to the character of tie ordi- 
nance. He had since investigated it and 
found it was unworthy of support. Therefore 
he would vote against it. | 

The supporters of the ordinance were great- 
ly mortified, and Ald. Ryan said it would be 
introduced in the Council again and passed; 
This is regarded as an idle threat, however. 


Mayor Is Gratified. 


After the adjournment Mayor Hopkinssaid: 
“Naturally lam much gratified that the veto 
was sustained. But I did not know what 
would be the probable action of the Council 
when I came tothe meeting tonight. I had 
talked with many of the Aldermen, telling them 
plainly how was going to deal with the 
ordinauce, but few of them gave me any indi- 
cation as to how they would vote on the ques- 
tion of passing it over my objections, The 
forty-nine Aldermen who supported the ordi- 
mance originally appeared to 
ing as one man and it looked as 
if the combination might hold togetner 
to the end.

SENATOR BASHFORD TESTIFIES IN 
WISCONSIN ROSTER SOANDAL.

He Was Interested in the Administration 
Organ for Which the Steal Was Hatched 
to the Extent of Donating Money and 
Writing Articles=Kvades the Question 
Concerning His Opinion to Daws Bros. 
His Memory at Fault Regarding an 
Alleged $1,000 Check. 


Mapison, Wis.,. Feb. 14.—[Special.]—The 
examination of State Senator R. M. Bash- 
ford, the Attorney-General’s law partner, as 
un adverse witness in the famous roster scan- 
dal case was begun before Court Commis- 
sioner Brown today. Attorney M. J. Jeffris 
of Janesville, who has but recently been as- 
sociated with J. M. Olin of Madison in cham- 
pioning the cause of the plaintiffs, conducted 
the examination, assisted by Mr. Olin. Sen- 
ator Bashford admitted that he was to a cer- 
tain extent interested in the Madison Times, 
the administration organ, for which the ros- 
ter contract steal was hatched, and which 
died shortly after the roster scheme 
was exploded by the State Printer. 
Mr. Bashford was. interested in the es- 
tablishment of the Times to the extent that 
he, with some others, contributed a certain 
amount toward the rent of the buiiding at 
the r quest of Col. Clark, Gov. Peck’s private 
secretary. Mr. Clark desired- that he take 
stock and become a director in the company, 
but this he declined to -do. What he 
gave was purely aie gift. . He contrib- 
uted articles for the paper  occasion- 
ally when. asked. He also indarsed a note 
for the Times company. When the Times 
company was trying to get the official State 
printing he signed the bond required. He 
could not recall giving Col. Clark a check for 
$1.000 as a part of the required deposit in 
making a bid. He promised to look up his 
stub checks and refresh his memory. 

Col. Clark. who was then manager of the 
Times, convinced him after much talking 
that the paper might be made to pay, and 
wanted him (Bashford) to become a director, 
and the latter said he would if Senator 
William F. Vilas would become the head of 
the board, “‘I saw Senator Vilas,’ said Mr. 
Bashford, “‘and he d2clined to go on the 
board. We then voluntarily raised a subscrip- 
tion of $2,000 for rent so long as_ the Times 
should occupy the building.”’ he witness 
did not recall that thusearly Clark had talked 
about getting the State printing. 

‘*What about official advertising? ”’ 

‘*He may have said something about that.” 

** Did you approve of that plan?”’ 

‘**] didn’t disapprove.”’ 

Mr. Clark told him that he was going to 
get $10,000 with which to push the paper 
from Banker A. Woodward of Clinton, who is 
aleading Democrat of Southern Wisconsin. 
The last half hour was devoted to probing 
Senator Bashford’s opinion to Dow Brothers, 
advising them that the contract was all right, 
and that it was safe for them to put their 
money into it. Bashford admitted that he 
never knew of State printing ever being done 
by any one but the State Printer. 

Mr. Jeffris asked: **Did you say to the 
Dows tbat the letting of this contract would 
cause a public scandal?’ 

‘*Imt'my written opinion I put a quotation 
from the Sholes case using the word scanda}.”’ 

‘* Did you inean to suggest to the Dows by 
that quotation that a pubiic scandal would be 
raised by the making of the roster contract?”’ 

** IT used the language for their admonition, 
if necessary.”’ 

Mr. Jeffris read that part of Mr. Bashford’s 
written opinion in which he advised the Dows 
that the Governor had the right to give the 
roster contract and asked: ‘* Do you mean to 
say that you intended in this one opinion to 
both warn your clients that such a contract 
might raise a public scandal and also that the 
Governor had a right to make such a con- 
tract; that, in short, your clients were per- 
fectly safe in putting their money into such a 
contract ?”’ 

This question the Senator evaded answering 
directly by generalizing somewhat on the sub- 
ject of public morals. It was shown that his 
opinion could not be based on the Sholes 
case. The examination will be continued 
next Monday. Tomorrow the attorneys goto 
Janesville to take Col. C. L. Clark’s deposi- 
tion. 


SMALL ASSETS OF AN IOWA BANK.

The appraised assets 
are $314,259, but from this sum must be 
subtracted the amount put up by Mr. Foster 
as collateral, which reaches the sum of $115,- 
486, leaving his net assets $198,773. Mr. 
Foster’s interest for the welfare of Fostoria 
enterprises is responsible for the large amount 
of indorsements, and one item will serve to 
show why his personal liabilities reach so far 
above the assets.

WILL OF ANNIE PIXLEY PROBATED. 


The Entire Estate, Real and Personal, Left 
to Her Husband, Robert Fulford. 
PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Feb. 14.—The will of 
Annie Pixley Fulford, the actress, who died in 
London, Eng., Nov. 9, 1893, was admitted to 
probate this morning and letters testamentary 
were granted to Charles E. Morgan Jr, and 
Morris P. Bockius, the executors. The docu- 
ment was executed June 17, 1890, and the 
executors are Philadelphia lawyers. By the 
terms of the will the entire estate, real and 
personal, is bequeathed absolutely tothe hus- 
band, Robert Fulford. Directions are given, 
however, in the event of the latter not sur- 
viving her, for the disposition of the property 
principally in trust among relatives, with 
reversion of the principal uponthe death 
or marriage of the beneficiaries to 
the residuary estate, which was to go 
to the Actors’ Fund of New York for the es- 
tablishment and maintenance of a home for 
the education of the children of actors and 
actresses, The contingent bequests included 
the placing of $12,000 in trust for her 
mother, Annie E. Pixley of New York, during 
her life, and $6,000 each in trust to her sis- 
ters. Alice B. Pixley and Lucy Pixley, “dur. 
ing their natural life or until they marry.” 
Another sister, Mrs. Minnie H. McCracken of 
Portiand, Ore., was to be given $1,000 out- 
rigWt and $12,000 in trust for the benetit of 
her children, Harry McCracken and Annie M. 
McCracken, during their minority, and Edith 
Fraser of Port Stanley, Canada, a niece, was 
to receive $6,000 in trust.

TO GET AT THE RATES 


FEDERAL GRAND JURY TO RCSUME 
ITS INVESTIGATIONS TODAY. 


Commissioner Blanchard, with Secretary 
MeKnicht and Chief Clerk Smith, 
Among Those Summoned=—President 
Newell Refuses to Answer Questions 
and May Be Recalled and Court Ac- 
tion Invoked=—Santa Fe May Withdraw 
from All the Western Associations. 


The Federal grand jury did not do anything 
yesterday with the inter-State commerce 
scases, but the investigation of east-bound 
rate cutting wili be resumed today. Sub- 
poenas duces tecum were issued yesterday uaft- 
ernoon, for George R. Blanchard, Commis- 
sioner of the Central Traffic Association; C. 
H. McKnight, Secretary; and H. C, Smith, 
chief clerk of the association. A similar sub- 
pena was issued also for Gordon McLeod, 
General Western Agent of the Merchants’ Des- 
patch Fast Freight Line. Thesubpoenas wereall 
for this morning. Commissioner Blanchard was 
ordeted to bring with him all the reports in his 
possession showing the shipments of freight 
and the rates churged therefor from Chicago 
to any point east between Sept. 1 and Jan. 4. 
Secretary McKnight was directed to produce 
his records fr the same period, and to bring 
into the grand jury room everything relating 
to the freight business of the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern and the Merchants’ De- 
spatch. The subpoenas served on Chief Clerk 
Smith and Agent McLeod called for all books 
and papers relating to the period between 

Sept. 1 and Jan. 4. 

One of the officials i iaiataial with the pros- 
ecution of the inter-State commerce cases said 
yesterday that President Newell of the Lake 
Shore when before the grand jury Friday 
was by no means a good witness. Mr, Newell, 
said this official, refused to answer some of 
the questions put to him. Mr. Newell will be 
examined today, and if he refuses to answer 
the questions the grand jury will go before 
Judge Grosscup and report the facts. The 
questions are in relation to rates not made by 
Mr. Newell’s road, but of which, it is claimed, 
he knew. District Attorney. Milchrist would 
give no information yesterday regarding the 
exact nature of the questions, but said they 
are suchas Mr. Newell. is bound to answer. 
Amy admissions the railroad officials may 
make as to rate cutting cannot be used 
against them as evidence, but it may be used 

‘to secure the indictment of others. 


MAY LEAVE ALL ASSOCIATIONS, 


Unless Union and Southern Pacific Change 
Base Santa Fe Will Fight. 

Regarding the impendmg collapse of the 
agreement recently made by the Western 
roads to restrict the indiscrimate issue of 
passes on account of business and the report 
that the Denver and Rio Grande refuses 
to act in harmony with the other roads, Pres- 
ident E, T. Jeffery says the Rio Grande has 
pursued a most conservative course and that 
any charges against the management of his 
company are untrue and made for the pur- 
pose of covering up deceptious and bad faith 
of competitors or to seemingly afford a pre- 
text for their disregarding the agreement. It 
isasserted that the Rid Grande has issued 
thousands of passes to shippers. in Colorado, 
but it was done openly and a 
list of names for whom passes 
have been issued is in the hands. 
of Chairman Midgley. The Santa Fé’s notice 
of withdrawal from the agreement was not 
due to any action taken by the Rio Grande, 
but to the defection of the roads parties to the 
agreement. Chairman Midgley still hopes 
that a collapse of the agreement ican be 
averted, and he is in communication with 
Vice-President Robinson of the Santa Fé to 
induce him to withdraw the notice of with- 
drawal. It does not look, however, as if the 
Santa Fé was inclined to change its position. 
Unless there is a material change in the situa- 
tion and the Union Pacitic and Southern 
Pacific railroad change their tactics, the 
Santa Fé is likely to withdraw from all the 
Western Traffic associations. 


WILL POOL THEIR FREIGHT TRAFFIC, 
Lines Running East from Chicago Reached 
an Agreement Yesterday. 

At the meeting of the executive officers of 
the roads in the Central Traffic Association 
an agreement was reached whereby the lines 
running east from Chicago will pool their 
freight traffic from Chicago and points com- 
mon therewith to points in the East. Later 
on pools from other points are to be formed. 
i The managers of the roads think that the ar- 
rangements aré such as to avoid conflict with 
the inter-State commerce law.

Everything relating to money 
settlements has been eliminated from the 
agreement. Balances are to be evened up 
‘by diversion of freight from roads that have 
earried more than their allotted share to lines 
that ran behind, and if this-fails to accom- 
plish the desired result roads will be directed 
to either advance or reduce the rate until bal- 
ances are evened up. Arbitrators will be ap- 
pointed as soon as possible to award percent- 
ages to the various roads. Rules and regula- 
tions for the conduct of the business of the 
joint committee of trunk lines and Central 
Traffic Association roads were adopted. Ac- 
tion in regard to the proposed passenger pool 
was postponed, 


KNOW OF NO DEFECTS IN TITLE, 


Chicago and Northern Pacific’s Title to 
Property Is All Right.

PRENDERGAST SEEKING A NEW TRIAL. 


His Fate Overlooked in a Fight for Su- 

premacy in the Clans, 

‘In Judge Brentano’s court) yesterday the 
question of a new trial for Prendergast for 
killing Carter Harrison was called up, and 
evidence was to have been introduced, so the 
defense claim, that Juror A. Gordon Murray 
knew more of Mr. Harrison than he acknowl- 
edged under inquisition before he was ac- 
cepted as a juryman. This evidence was to 
have been furnished in, part, at least, by 
Harry McLeod, known in some quarters as 
‘“* Handsome Harry,” but it. never came out 
because the day was occupied in a discussion 
as to who was the leader among the Scottish 
clansmen in this city, Mr. Murray or Mr. Me- 
Leod. With this vital question still unsettled 
the case went over until today. For some 
unknown reason Mr, McLeod refused to make 
an affidavit, as is customary in these cases, 
but took the stand. A. S. Trude, who con- 
ducted the cross-examination, had Mr. 
Murray sitting beside him. The direct 
testimony brought out the statement 
that a quarrel among the _ clans- 
ment took place two years ago, when 
A. Gordon Murray withdrew from the High- 
landers’ Association of Lilinois and was in- 
strumentai in forming the Scottish Assembly. 
When this trouble occurred there was talk of 
an exchange of belligerent messages between 
Mr. Murray and Mr. McLeod and the rumors 
of wareven went so far as to say that a 
challenge for a duel had been sent by one of 
the parties. When the question was raised 
as to whether Juror Murray had® told the 
exact truth in stating the extent of his ac- 
quaintance with Carter H. Harrison when he

“It is impossible to drink liquor without 
causing inebriety, though drunkenness may 


not aiways be a noticeable consequence. } 


The excessive drinker will have both. 

moderate drinker may escape one, the pen- 
alty of drunkenness, but he cannot escape 
the disease of inebriety. The smallest quan- 


tity of alcoholic drink taken habitually will 


cause a corresponding inebriety. If a man 
drinks a glass of beer three times daily for 
three months he will a) ee 
inebriety. If he attempts to stop he wil 
misshis beer. If he stops he will have a 
craving for his beer. Very hkely he can let 
it alone, but he seldom does, and if he does 
he succeeds in overcoming the craving for 
the drink by effort of his will. The craving, 
however, remains. The deep drinker is 
another type. Hehas a craving for liquor 
which comes on periodically, When it comes 
the inebriate will drop everything and drink. 
He will drink himself dead drunk in six 
hours and be put to bed. Babes are some- 
times made inebriates in the nursery and 
tradle by alcoholic drugs and opium prepara- — 
tions given them for children’s diseases, - 

‘“‘T have always.claimed that the chief cause 
of inebriety is or sanitation of civilized 
countries. G nitation would prevent the 
filth diseases, would make prohibition easy, 
and would really prevert inebriety. Probably 
no drug is so largely and universally used as 
a remedy in diseases and injuries as alcohol. 
I attribute to heredity little influence as a 
cause of inebriety. It is true that tne chil- 
dren of the inebriate are often drunkards, but 
so are the children of the most virtuous and 
temperate. It muy be that the lesson or dis- 
ease of inebriety is transmitted with greater 
or less force, but the power of transmitting 
the poisonous effects is also transmitted. 


‘‘If a child inherits inebriety it is tempered | 


by an intoljerance to the drug which may pre- 
vent it from becoming a drunkard, It inher- 
its the power of enduring a certain quantity 
of liquor without causing marked inebriety. 
Such people succeed in being no worse than 
moderate or temperate drinkers. The great 
aid to the conservative forces is human eae 
ligence and science as applied to- sanitary 
work and the cure of disease. 

‘*‘The real cures of diseases are few indeed, 
the efforts of medicine being limited to amel- 
iorated treatment. Medicine autagonizes re- 
sults, but does very little towards the removal 
of causes. When a drug or other remedial 


‘agency or method acts sufficiently upon a 


cause it prevents rather than cures a disease. 
There is no cure of a germ disease known that 
is nota better preventive than a cure. Even 
the very latest discovery made, that of treat- 
ing diseases by the blood of, animals which 
have had the disease, or by the immune blood 
asit is called,is a better preventive than 
cure. In my opinion the recognitjon of in- 


ebriety as.a disease marks an epoch in the. 


development of the human mind as welf as 
in the science of medicine.” Habitual drunk- 
enness is the result of inebriety and inebriety 
is the brain lesion of aleohol, and as much a 
disease as insanity or epilepsy. The clinical 
history of a criminal may be as follows: He 
is imprisoned for larceny. He committed the 
crime while intoxicated. He is a periodical 
inebriate. He was drugged while an infant 
with whisky for diphtheria and seothing 
sirups for fretfulness and indigestion. He be- 
gan to drink while an infant and has been an 
inebriate ever since. Imprisonment will not 
cure the man’s inebriety. When he is liber- 
ated lie is under the control of his disease, 
There is probably no disease at present 
day that is so susceptible of cure as inebriety. 

‘Thousands of inebriates persuade them- 
selves or are persuaded by their friends to be 
cured. Thousands are cured against their 
wish or acquiescence, and as a result of the 
influence of family and friends. The faith, or 
belief, or desire of the patient relating to cure 
has no possible influence on the result. In-. 
ebriety cau be cured as effectuaily, whether 
the inebriate desires it or not, whether 
he has faith that he will be cured or not, 
whether he believes he will be cured or not. 
The time will come then when inebriety will 
stand in the same relation to law and moral 
conduct that insanity does now. The law no 
longer sends criminal lunaties to prison, but 
sends them to institutions or asylums for 
medical treatment. The law shouid do the 
same with criminal inebriates, and, in fact, 
for all inebriates who do not avail themselves 


.of the privilege of certain cure, 


‘* From the humanitarian standpoint the de- 
velopment of the knowledge that inebriety is 
a curable disease takes rank with modern 
science, following the centuries of European 
history known as the Dark Ages. Ignorance 
and mistakes have been the intellectual and 
moral aidsto oppression and disease in all 
history. 

‘*From the standpoint of utility one can 
scarcely imagine the benefits which must fol- 
low the cure of inebriety. The larger propor- 
tion of crime and poverty is the result of 
drunkenness. The treatment of inebriety and 
its cure will addto the moral, intellectual, 
and working force of the world at large one- 
third in general utility. Crime will diminish 
and morality will assume a higher standard. 
Every cured inebriate is placed upon a higher 
nioral standing and becomes a worker, and 
adds to the worid’s happiness.”’

Total of 113 Head Sold for $21,150—<Albert 
King Goes for°$3,000, 
Lextneron, Ky., Feb. 14.—[Special.]—The 
Tattersall’s sale of .trotters came toa close 
-here today after disposing of twenty-five head 
for $2,500. During the three days of this 
sale 113 head have been sold for a total of 
$21,150, a general average of $187 per 
head. Adding to these figures 377 head dist 
posed of by Woodard & Shanklin last week at 
a total of $95,145 gives during the two 
weeks a total of 490 horses which have passed 
under the hammer for $116,295, a genera 
average of $237 per head. . 

The Tattersall people have been quite un- 
fortunate since Baronet and Rubenstein, the 
two gems of the sale. were sold privately by 
their owners, and one or two consignments 
wefe withdrawn in full because the Sheriff 
was on hand ready to capture the proceeds of 
the sale.

The committee for the revision of the trot- 
ting rules made its report. The amendments 
to the rules are, with a few exceptions, sim- 
ilar to those recommended by the joint com- 
mittees of the National and American Trot- 
ting Associations, held at the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel March 13 of last year. A letter was re- 
ceived from David Bonner advocating the 
shortening’ of races. It was read and “placed 
on file, e most important changes "made 
in the joint committee rules were: 

A distance, unless otherwise advertised, 
shall be eighty yards instead of seventy-five 
yards, and in races of two miles of ovér a dia- 
tance shall be 150 yards. 

J udges may act as timers. 

The joint committee rule that match races 
should be regarded as performances against 
time was stricken out. 

Fines imposed by the American Trotting 
Association may be collected by the National 
Trotting Association and turned over to the 
proper officer. 

The joint standing Committee on Rules of 
the two associations Was made to consist of 
the two respective Presidents, 

The rule requiring that there should be 
three timersin every race was changed so 
that but two timers are required, except in 
performances against time, where there must 
be three, 

Rule 8 had two sections added. Sec. 2 will 
now read: ‘‘A stake is a race open to all 
complying with the published conditions for 
which the prize is the total amount of mone 
contributed by the nominators, all:of whic 
belongs to the winner or winners, unless 
otherwise provided in the published condi- 
tions.’ . 

Sec, 3 treats of a guarantee stake—that it 
shall not be less than the amount nained. . 

No purse or added money will be awarded 
for a ** walk-over ”’ in the future. 

To Rule 20, ** Weights and Weighing,” the 
following was added: ‘* Norider or ;driver 
shall be changed after weighing in for‘a race, 
except by order of the judges.”’ 

The permission aliowed to drop a heat in a 
race is no longer in force. So that if a driver 
is not trying to win the judges can take him in 
hand and inflict the penalty provided.

The Board of Stewards held a meeting dur- 
ing the day and tixed the dates for the grand 
circuit meeting of this season. Col. William 
Edwards of Cleveland, O., presided and 
George W. Archer of Rochester acted as Sec- 
retary.
